This is perhaps the most spectacular 
detail of the international financial 
policy which President Harding 
has worked out and which has been 
approved by the.

‘GERMAN BONDS ALSO. 


The new policy applies not only 
to the Allied debt to the United 
States, but to the German repara- 
tions bonds, billions of dollars of 
which would soon be offered to 
American investors if the Allied gov- 
ernments have their way. It also 
applies to any issues of European 
ho particularly if they are be- 
ing sold in behalf of governments— 
where the proceeds of the bonds, or 
the mousey obtained from the Amer- 

buying them. is to be 
epept in the United States. 

No pressure on Europe to pay the 
present debts in the near future. is 
contemplated. For instance, there 
is no objection on the part of the 
government to the sale of $100,000,- 
000 of French bonds now going on 
through New York banking houses, 
for the reason that the proceeds 
of this sale are being used to pay 
off old obligations here and also 
to finance a small amount of exports. 
But those two reasons are the only 
ones which this government intends 
to recognize as legitimate in future 
extensions of credit to Europe. When 
new loans are made here the money 
must be used either for the pay- 
ment of existing debts or the pur- 
chase of American goods for export. 

HARDING'S IDEAS. 

As to the Allied debts to the 
United States, President Harding 
feels, as indicated by a paragraph 
in his New York speech, that the 
present condition is not satisfactory 
for several reasons. He vroposes 
that as the Liberty Bond issues ma- 
ture the Aliies should issue long- 
term bonds carrying a liberal in- 
terest rate and that these bonds 
should be sold to the American pub- 
lic, using the proceeds to retire the 
Liberty Bonds. The guarantee of 
these Allied bonds by this govern- 
ment would not materially affect the 
present situation, since the govern- 
ment is of course obligated for the 
Liberty Bonds, which by this process 
would be canceled. 

But the big advantage would be 
that the United States government, 
save for this guarantee feature, 
would then be removed from the 
transaction and the Allied govern- 
ments would be indebted to individ- 
ual American investors. It would 
no longer be possible, one Cabinet 
member pointed out today, for the 
Allied governments to suggest every 
time this government proposes any 
change in the internaflona! situation 
that something-be done about these 
debts. 

DEFAULT IMPROBABLE. 

Another feature which occurs 
readily to every banker is that after 
this exchange had deen brought 
about any default in interest by any 
Allied government would brand that 
government for generations with the 
American ‘investing public and the 
bond houses which handle securities 
of that character. The result would 
be that the country defaulting would 
practically be deprived of an oppor- 
tunity to obtain credit in the future 
in the richest country in the world.

Mr. Hays ruled that if a 
periodical of public character ix 
available under the law it is entitled 
to the second-class rate, but if it is 
not mailable it should be excluded 
from the mails entirely and if it is 
treasonable its preprietors should be 
prosecuted. 

MUST REFUND POSTAGE. 

Burleson held the Liberator mail- 
able. but never gave it the second- 
class privilege, compelling its cir- 
culation by third-class mail. As the 
third class is five times the second- 
class rate, the government will be 
required to refund $11,277 to the 
Liberator, as an excess charge il- 
legally imposed. 

The second-class privilege will be 
accorded the New York Call and 
Berger's Milwaukee Leader if the 
postoffice pronvunces these Socialist 
publications mailable at all, as they 
have been held, though penalized as 
to rate by the Burleson regime. 

On the other hand, numervus pub- 
lications will be excluded from the 
mails altogether, if pronounced un- 
mailable, and their publishers pros- 
ecuted if they are found involved 
in a conspiracy to overthrow’ the 
government by force. 

The law accords the second-class 
malling privilege to publications 
disseminating information “of a 
public character,” but gives no au- 
thority to deny the second-class rate 
because the publication is not 
deemed of public benefit.

ence and that two years hence these 
interests hope to have a powerful 
association shaped to jam through 
the higher tares which they failed 
to put through at the last legislative 
gathering. 

STATED AIMS A BLIND.

Bombay Editor Declares Minus England 


Land Would Run With Blood. 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


CHICAGO, May 


25.—Without the guiding and directing hand of Great 


Britain in India that land would become a scene of anarchy and blood- 


shed and conditions would be worse than those existing in Russia today. 


Rustom Rustomjee, former editor of the Oriental Review of Bombay, told 


“During the war certain persons 
were under strict surveillance in 
your country,” he said. “Some were 
imprisoned for their pro-German 
manifestations. They have since 


been allowed their liberty. It is they 
who are magnifying British mistakes 
in India into atrocities. The Brit- 
ish are not perfect. But their mis- 
takes are accidental, rather than in- 
tentional.” 

Britain is preparing India for de- 
mocracy, the editor asserted. Un- 
der the Government of India Act. in 
1919, almost absolute fiscal auton- 
omy was granted the native people. 
The Legislative Assembly is com- 
posed chiefly of Indians, who voted 
to raise the duty of textile goods 
from England from 7% to 12% per 
cent. They were upheld by British 
authorities over the protest of Brit- 
ish manufacturers.

Fairchild of Yale University and 
J. F. Zollers, tax attorney for the 
General Electric Company, Sche- 
nectady, N. Y. Both witnesses made 
a deep impression upon the com- 
mittee, and the manner in which 
their testimony was received 
strengthened the steadily growing 
impression that a majority of the 
committee will Une up against the 
sales tax. ; 
Both Prof. Fairchild and Mr. 
Zoliers contend that the result of 
the operation of the limited sales 
tax in effect in Canada does not fur- 
nish any very important evidence as 
to the effect of the general turnover 
tax such as is being advocated in 
the United States. Mr. Zollers de- 
clared that the Canadian sales tax 
is not much more extensive than the 
system of special excise taxes in ef- 
fect in the United States.

Fielding a revenue of an economic 
administration; inviting Congress to 
new forms of extravagance and 
wasteful expenditure; discriminating 
unjustly between different business 
concerns and adding to the costs of 
all business just at the time when 
business is struggling to get back on 
its feet. I think we should want 
to ponder long and carefully before

Mr. Zollers said that he had con- 
vinced his clients that the sales tax 
is unsound in principle and that they 
could not afford to advocate it not- 
withstanding that it meant an ac- 
tual saving to them in tax burdens.
